be a ball of flame which traveled at a high rate of sveed. Time of 
sighting was set at aoproximately 1030 hours ist, , and the entire performm- 
ance was cf a faw seconds duration. 


Manner of observation by all witnesses was visual, with no optical or electronic 
equipment having been used. One witness (Statement attached as Incl #1) observed 
the object from the air in a B-26 tyve aircraft, altitude of 6000 MSL, true air 
speed 300 MPH. 


Location of observers covered a vast area in Utah, Idaho, Oregon, ‘lashington 
and Nevada with resultant variations in reports of location of the object with respect 
to observers. 


Reliability of witnesses, whose statements are attached as Incls 1 and 2, is 
considered "reliable." 


Weather, at the time of sighting, was clear with surface winds reported of 20 
to 30 knots, with gusts to LO knots from the Northeast in the vicinity of Hill AFB, 
Utan. 


There is ao known activity or condition, metereological or otherwise, which might 
account for the sighting. 


No physical evidence has been discovered nor are photographs available; therefore, 
no interception or identification action was possible. 


The only known air traffic was as reported above, 


There is no apparent significance from an intelligence standpoint in this

on a duly authorized test flight in a B-26 tyoe aircraft, observad an 
aerial phenomanon in the vicinity of Hill AFB, Ogden, Utah. The craw 
included three civilians, members of the Flight Test Branch; one riding 
in the Engineer's seat, one in the rear checking radio.and armament 
equipment and one riding in the nose, The weather at the time was clear, 
visibility over 0 milas with surface winds of 20 to 30 Knots, with 
gusts to 40 Knots from the Northeast, 


At 1030 hours on the morning of 7 July 1952, the undersigned while 


The aircraft was departing Hill AFB at an altitude of 6000 USL, 
and approximately a 345° heading when the undersiged saw a brilliant 
yellowish, orange flame descending earthward at a near vertical angle. 
It appeared to be moving from a South to North direction at a very high 
rate of speed, When first seen by this odserver, its azimuth was es- 
timated at approximately 50°, and this flame continued until nearly a 
5 or 10° azimuth was reached. Immediately following this flame, and 
in its place was a bluish, gaseous type cloud which was nearly half the 
length of the flame. Immediately below the end of the flame and cloud, 
2 dark object was seen to descend earthward at the same trajectory. 


The entire performace was at a split-second speed, faster than 
anything ever seen by this observer. lly crew, although they did not 
see the flash, were able to follow the cloud-type trail, and we expected 
to see the dark object hit in the adjacent Great Salt Lake or at least 
the shore immediately North of the estimated position. 


In the resultant search, our aircraft traveling at a near 300 MPH 
true airspeed, could not reach the cloud trail nor see any evidence of an 
object having struck the ground. 


The Hill AFB tower was notified immediately and an extended search 
of the area by the undersigned revealed little else. 


It is the opinion of this observer that he saw a meteorite of better 
than average size traveling at a rate of speed so great as to preclude 
the possibility of its being anything else. Also, the distance from 
the phenomenon indicated the size and brilliance, and is the reason for 
not being able to see any evidence of this object striking the ground 
in this area,

On 7 July at approximately 1030 hours the undersigned was driving 
his car north on US Highway 89-91, midway between Provo and Pleasant 
Grove, at a speed of aporoximately 0 MPH. At approximately 20 to 30 
degrees to the left (nortnwesterly) of his line of sight (north) ha 
saw a flash of light and immediately turning his eyes in the direction 
of the flash he observed tne following at approximately 111 degrees 
5 minutes west longitude and 0 degrees 20 minutes north latitude: 


The morning sky was clear and blue with the exception of a few 
scattered clouds on the horizon. Outlined clearly and distinctly 
against this background was a seething, boiling, turoulent, brilliant 
orange column of what appeared to be flame which surged upward seemingly 
to follow the path of descent. The flaming column reminded the under 
signed of an oil fire lass the smoke and flame color. The brilliant 
orange color and turbulence comprising the column was more noticeadle 
at its base or earth end, becoming less turbulent and lighter in color 
as this observer glanced up the column, which tavered in proportion 
to its length, to the extreme limits of his sight. At an incalcu- 
lable distance a transparent glow or mist enveloped the column to the 
extreme limits of this observers sight. The column appeared to be 
absolutely straight (no breaks or deviations) with a northwesterly 
inclination of not too great an angle (aoproximately 15 to 20 degrees). 
The entire column of turbulence appeared in the sky almost instantan- 
eously which to this observer was indicative of something traveling at 
a terrific speed. The undersigned saw no fireball or object but did 
see the base or earth end of the column. The column of turmlence 
at its nearest approach to the earth appeared to be approximately 2 to 
3 feet in diameter, ending in an elongated "V" (vee) shape with small 
particles emanating from the junction of the two sides forming the "J", 
The column ended at approximately 200 to 300 feet from the earth's sur- 
face and blotted out by its diameter that portion of a mountain on the 
opposite side of the valley approximately 15 to 20 miles to the west. 
No smoke was visible during the display or after the column faded 
from sight. The column was visible for several seconds and during 
this period there was no explosion or audible sound. 


Assumptions. A container from which a substance, upon release, 
became a turoulent flame, surging and boiling usward in the opposite 
direction (150 degrees) from the downward (sky to earth) path of the 
flash. The reason that the undersigned saw no container was due to 
its terrific speed and the relatively short distance the base of the 
column appeared from his point of observation.

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‘Fireball’ Geis alNew Twist, 
Nevada Has Blast and Blaze 


Yesterday morning’s mysterious fireball, viewed over 
a vast area in Utah, Idaho, Oregon, Washington and Nevada, 
was still just as much a mystery today. 

Reports of witnesses varied from a “green pea fireball 
followed by a long orange streamer” to a “bright orange 
fireball with a gaseous light blue smoke trail.” 

People who know about meteors, including Charles 
Osmond of Weber college and Dr. R. N. Thomas of the 
University of Utah, agreed it had to be awfully big. 

A new twist was injected this morning when'W. S. 
Hobbs, assistant trainmaster at Montello, Nev., for the 
Southern Pacifie railroad, reported many railroaders and 
others heard a heavy explosion about 10:30 a. m. yester- 
day and saw a column of smoke and dust hanging in the sky. 

Montello is about 112 miles almost due west of Ogden 
as the crow flies. Hobbs said the grayish-blue cloud, outlined 
with yellow dust remained for several minutes, then bate 
ally drifted away. 

He said there was no known blasting in the area at the 
time. 

Ralph Gibbs, soil conservation official, and ranchers 
went out to investigate. They found a 600-acre tract burned 
in Dairy valley, 26 miles north and five miles east of Mon- 
tello.. They could find, however, no evidence of a meteor. 

At Tp. m. today a brief flurry of excitement was caused 
here when a high flying B-36 with its vapor trail was mis- 
taken for a fireball over the city.

Montana Reports 

Conflicting reports of resi- 
dents seeing large planes in 
flames, a fireball or @ meteor, 
poured into sheriffs’ offices, Civil 
Aeronautics Administration sta- 
tons and police offices through- 
out Central and Southern Mon- 
tana, but the CAA’ center in 
Great Falls said there were no 
commercial or private planes 
niissing. 

Dr. R. N. Thomas, associate 
professor of astronomy at the 
University of Utah, said if the 
flash was that of a meteor “it 
must Rave been awfully big.” 

Ordinary meteors seen at night 
are about as big as a man’s 
thumb, he said, and usually are 
ahout 50 to 80 miles above the 
earth, The flash of light, visible 
to the eyé, is caused by the mete- 
or’s terrific speed. 

He said only a trained observer 
can estimate the size of a meteor 
by its brightness. 7 

Charles Osmond, Weber Col- 
lege astronomer, said the object 
may have been a meteor. How- 
ever, it would be unusual if one 
was so bright in the middle of 
the day, he said. 

A. B, Carpenter, U. S. Weather 
Bureau meteorologist, said that 
“we expect meteors in August 
when we pass through the field, 
but they easily could come ear- 
Yer.” :
